1. Becauſe we conceive, that the Demand 
made in the Eſtimates for the Continuance of 
the 16000 Hanoverians in the Pay of Great 
Britain for the enſuing Year, rendered the 
Interpofition of this Houſe againſt ſo fatal a 
Meafure the more neceſſary inaſmuch as it 
feemed now to be the only Means left to pre- 
vent it. 


2. Becauſe we apprehend, that every na- 
tional Purpoſe, pretended to be anſwered by 
theſe Hanoveriaus, may be more effectually 
ſerved by an equal Number of Troops, ſup- 

oſing ſuch a Number to be neceſſary, free 
— the ſame Objections, either of other 
foreign Mercenaries, who will thereby be 
prevented from engaging with our Enemies 
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(of which the Hanoverians, when unpaid by 
us, cannot, we aſſure ourſelves, be ſuſpected) 
or, at leaſt (which is evidently practicable, 
even at this Time) partly of Mercenaries, 


and partly out of the great and extraordinary 
Eſtabliſhment of national Troops now in this 


Kingdom. 


3. Becauſe it appears to us, that theſe 
Hanoverians, tho' in the Pay, can hardly be 
ſaid to have been in the Service of this Na- 
tion; ſome refuſed to form in the firſt Line 
at the Battle of Dettingen, and retired to the 
ſecond ; others refuſed to obey the Orders of 
the Britiſb General, and march in Purſuic of 
the Enemy after the Battle ; and the greateſt 
Number of *em, who, together with ſome 
of the Britijſp Guards, compoſed what was 
called the Rear Guard, under the Command 
of a Hanoverian Lieutenant General, took a 
different Rout in the March from the reſt of 
the Army from A/chaffenbourg, and ſuch a 
one as not only rendered them wholly uſeleſs 
to the Army, when the French attackt us in 
Front, but would have rendered them equally 


uſeleſs, if the French from Aſchaffenbourg 


(where we left the Paſſage open to them) had 
attackt us in the Rear, in which it was pre- 


tended that theſe Troops were left as in the 
Poſt of Honour: Nay, not contented to avoid 
being 
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being of any Uſe, either in the Front or in 
the Rear, but determined to be of Uſe no 
where, they halted as ſoon as they came 
within Sight and Reach of the Battle, tho? 
preſſed by the Britiſb Officer, and invited by 
the Ardour of the Britih Soldiers to ſhare 
the Glory, and complete, as they might 
have done, the Victory of the Day. Theſe 
FaQs (together with many others which we 
omit) aſſerted in the Debate in Preſence of 
many Lords of this Houſe who ſerved the Jaſt 
Campaign, denied by none of them, and con- 
firmed in general by a noble Duke of the 
higheſt Rank and Character, prove (as we 
conceive) theſe Troops to be 2 at leaſt 


if Action be intended; and we will not repre- 


ſent, even to ourſelves what Reaſons there 
can he for demanding them if Action be not 
intended. 


4. Becauſe, if as it was inſinuated in the 
Debate other Mercenaries could not be re- 
lied an, as belonging to Princes of the Em- 
pire, inclined to, or engaged with our Ene- 
mies, theſe Hauoverians would, as we con— 
ceive in Conſequence, be uſeleſs to the Com- 
mon Cauſe, ſince it would be in the Power of 
thele very Princes, by only marching their 
Troops into proper Places, to recal theſe 
Mercenaries fram us, and confine them to the

p. Becauſe it has not been pretended, that the 
Adminiſtration has ſo much as endeavoured to 
obtain any other foreign Troops whatſoever, 
notwithſtanding the long Notriety of the uni- 
verſal and deeply rooted Diſſatisfaction of the 
Nation at the preſent Meaſure, A Neglect 
ſo unaccountable and ſurprizing to us, that 
we fear the Nation will rather ſuſpe& that 
we are to have no other Troops, than believe 
that no others are to be had. 


6. Becauſe we conceive, that the future Co- 
operation of our national Troops with theſe 
Mercenaries has been rendered impracticable, 
and even their Meeting dangerous; we think 
it, therefore, indiſpenſably incumbent upon 
us to remove the Object that occaſioned the 
many Inſtances of Partiality, by which the 
Hanoverians were unhappily diſtinguiſhed, 
and our brave Fellow- Subjects, the Britiſb 
Forces, undeſervedly diſcouraged. The con- 
ſtant Preference in Quarters, Forage, &c. we 
with no Occaſion had been given to remem- 
ber; but wecannot here paſs over in Silence the

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to his Majeſty and this Nation, and are there- 
fore aſtoniſhed to obſerve an unuſual, and, to 
every other Purpoſe, uſeleſs Proportion of 
Hanover Guards continued upon the Eftimate. 


7. Becauſe we apprehend, that the Argu- 
ment urged in Oppoſition to this Queſtion, 
namely, that the withdrawing theſe 16000 
obnoxious Mercenaries would be weakening 
our Army in the next Campaign, alarm our 
Allies, and encourage our Enemies, is fully 
obviated by the Methods we have mentioned 
above of replacing them, ſome, if not all of 
which (notwithſtanding the, to us, unac- 
countable Negligence of the Adminiſtration) 
are ſtill undeniably practicable : Nor can we 
conceive, in any Cale, that the removing the 
Cauſes of Diſcord and Diviſion tends to the 
weakening of that Body from whence they 
are removed; and we are of Opinion, that 
our Allies would not (whatever our Enemies 
might) regret the Loſs of theſe Troops the 
next Year, which, by Experience, they found 
{o uſeleſs the laſt. 


8. Becauſe we apprehend, that the moſt 
fatal Conſequences muſt enſue, ſhould this 
Nation be once poſſeſſed with an Opinion, 
that the Diſcouragements and Mortifications 


which our fellow Subjects of the Army have 
I received 


—— 
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received Abroad, were derived from any Diſ- 
truſt or Diſlike of the Britiſhß Nation; we are 
far from entertaining any ſuch Opinion, tho? 
ſome Degree of foreign Partiality may have 
given indeed Occaſion to theſe Diſcourage- 
ments and Mortifications ; and tho? we can- 
not help aſcribing 'em likewiſe to ſome ab- 
je& flattery and criminal Miſrepreſentation, 
which this Partiality, blameleſs in itſelf, has 
unhappily given occaſion to, and by which, 
in its turn, it has been fomented. But how 
groundleſs ſoever ſuch an Opinion may be, it 
may {till prevail, and the Appearances we 
lament, may produce the Effects we dread. 
The Motives to that Concern, that has been 
expreſſed in this Houſe, and to the loud Diſ- 
ſatisfaction that has been expreſſed every 
where elſe, are in themſelves 1 great Impor- 
tance, and ſuch as would deſerve, even if 
they ſtood alone, the ſerious Conſideration 
and ſeaſonable Inter poſition of this Houſe. 
But we confeſs, that they appear to us ſtill 
more important, when we conſider 'em rela- 
tively to Things of the ſame Nature, leſs 
apparent, indeed, but equally real and more 
detrimental, perhaps, if not more di ſhonoura- 
ble to this Nation. For more dithonoura- 
ble they may be thought, if a continued 
Principle of Conduct, whereby the Intereſts

foreign Intereſt alone was concerned. Some 
of theſe Inſtances were touched in the De- 
bate, moſt of 'em are well known, and all 


of *em are at this Time by the Courſe of E- 


vents manifeſted to publick View. The for- 
mer were long hid and diſguiſed under poli- 
tical Veils, the preſent could not by their 
Nature be ſo; they are ſuch as ſtrike every 


one equally, from the higheſt Officer to the 


common Soldier, and carry along with 'em 
not only their own Weight, but the Weight 
of all thoſe that preceded *em : They are ſuch 
therefore, in our Opinions, as muſt affect, in 
the molt fatal Manner, both the Peace and 
Security of His Majeſty and his Royal Fa- 
mily, and the Common Caule in which we 
are now, and may hereafter be engaged. 
The preſent Royal Family was juſtly called 
to the Throne of Great Britain in order to 
ſecure to us our Civil and Religious Rights, 
and to remove every falſe and foreign Bias 
from our Adminiſtration, the Happineſs and 

Security 
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Security therefore both of King and People, 
conſiſts in the inſeparable Union of all theſe 
Intereſts, with the Intereſt of the Crown, in 
a juſt Confidence, that theſe National Views 
were thoſe of the preſent Royal Family: 
This Nation has done every Thing that could 
engage 'em to adhere to 'em, and has given 
to his Late and Preſent Majeſty, far greater 
Sums than were ever given in ſimilar Cir- 
cumſtances, to any of their Royal Predeceſ- 
ſors. Whoever goes about to lever the In- 
tereſts of the Crown, from any National In- 
tereſts, is an Enemy to both, and every Mea- 
ſure that does ſo, tends to deſtroy both. It 
is to guard againſt ſuch Attempts that our 
Zeal for our King and Country exerts itſelf 
on this great Occaſion, as our moit earneſt 
Deſire is, That His Majeſty's Throne ſhould 
be eſtabliſhed in the Hearts of his People; 


and as we are {truck with Horror at every Ob- 


ject that can alienate his Affections from 


them, or theirs from him. How much theſe 
unfortunate Circumſtances have already weak- 
ened the natural Influence of Great Britain in 
the Common Cauſe of Europe, is but too ap- 
parent in Fact, and could not be otherwiſe 
in the Nature of Things. Great Britain is 
a powerful Kingdom, and whenever ſhe has 
acted in her true Character, and aimed at 
that great and noble View alone of main- 

taining 
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taining a Ballance between the Powers of Eu- 
rope, for the Common Interſt of all, the Et- 
fects have been anſwerable to the Cauſe, and 
her Influence in Germany ſaved by her Arms, 
and ſupported by the Treaſures in the laſt 
Wars, was, as it ought to be, and as it has 
been every where elſe ſuperior ; but ſhould 
it ever appear, that an inferior German Prin- 
cipality 1s really, and Great Britain only no- 
minally, the Director and Actor, ſuch a 
Change in the Cauſe, muſt neceſſarily pro- 
duce a deplorable Difference in the Effect; 
and Hanover, that can give neither Strength 
nor Conſideration to Great Britain, may thus 
diminiſh the one, and take the other wholly 
away.

Order'd, That it be an Inſtruction to the ſaid 
Committee, that they do receive a Clauſe for at- 
tainting any of the Pretender's Sons of High Trea- 
ſon, in caſe they ſhall land, or attempt to land in 
Great Britain, or any of the Dominions belonging 
to the Crown of Great Britain, or to be found on 
board any Ship or Veſſel with Intent to land chere. 


7 Then the Houſe was mov'd, That the 1oth Sec- 
tion of an Act, made in the 7th Year of the Reign 
bol Fer late Majeſty Queen Azz, intitled, An A 
for improving the Union of the two Kingdoms, relating 
to Firfeitures for High Treaſon, might be read.

And it being alſo movd, That it be an Inſtruc- 

tion to the ſaid Committe, that they do receive a

er. 


The ſame was objected to, and a long Debate 
thereupon.

The Queſtion was put, whether ſuch an In- 
{truction ſhall be given to the Committee? 


It was reſolved in the affirmative. 
Diſſentient. 


1. Becauſe this Addition to the Bill enacts the 
Continuation of a Puniſhment, which tho? it may 
have prevailed at Times, in this and other Coun- 
tries, we conceive it to be directly contrary to the 
firſt Principles of natural Juſtice, it being an uncon- 
reſted Maxim, that the Innocent ought not to ſuffer 
for the fake of the Guilty, whereby the Nature of 
the Thing it is poſſible to prevent it. 


2. Becauſe involving the Innocent in the Puniſh- 
ment of the Guilty, is wholly inconſiſtent with 


that Spirit of Juſtice and Lenity that diſtinguithes - 


our Law, and which ſays it is better, That ten 
guilty Perſons ſbould eſcape, than that one innocent one 


Jhould ſuffer. 


3. Becauſe we conceive, That the poſtponing 
the Operation of that Clauſe, in Act 7. of Queen 
Ain, 
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Ann, till the Deaths of the Pretender's two Sons, 
is contrary to the plain Intention of that very Att, 
which appears throughout to have been an Act of 
Lenity and Mitigation, and to have confined to 
the Life of the Pretender himſelf, or three Years 
after the Succeſſion of the preſent Royal Family 
ſhould take Place: The Duration of thoſe cruel 
Penalties, of Forfeiture of the Eſtates, and Corrup- 
tion of the Blood of innocent Perſons, as the utmoſt 
Term it was proper or juſt to allow them; and we 
apprehend, that the Pretender's marrying and 
having Children, was at that Time too probable 
and obvious an Event, not to have ſuggeſted this 
Proviſion had it been thought either juſt or ne- 


ceſſary. 


4. Becauſe we are far from being convinced, that 
the Terror of theſe Penalties will ſo often prevent 
Guilt, as the Execution of them will oppreſs Inno- 
cence ; and we do not conceive, that thoſe whom 
neither the innate Principle of Selt-preſervation, 
nor the Horror inſeparable from Guilt can reſtrain, 
will be check'd by the tender Sentiments of paren- 
ral Attection. 


5. Becauſe we conceive, 'That no preſent Danger 
whatever can be urg'd as an Argument for this 
Clauſe, whoſe Operation does not commence till 
after the Death ot the Pretender, who is now but 
ſifty-ſix Years old; and we can ſee no good Rea- 
ſon tor anticipating a future and remore Danger 
(ſuppoſing that ſuch a Danger could ever exiſt) 
in order to enact ar preſent the longer Continuation 
ot ſo dreadtul a Penal Law. 
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6. Becauſe we conceive, That this Continuation 
is, in effect, perpetuating this ſevere Law, ſince 
whatever Reaſons can be we for it during the 
Lives of the Pretender's two Sons will hold 17 


ſtrong for continuing it as long as he or they ſha 
have any Poſterity ſubſiſting. 


7. Becauſe we conceive, That as this Clauſe can 
have no immediate Operation, the enacting it at 
reſent may ſeem rather to be an Inſinuation of pre- 
ent Diſaffection, than any Security againſt it; 
which Inſinuation we apprehend would 2 highly 
unjuſt and unbecoming, after the unanimous 
Zeal and Loyalty which the whole Nation has ſo 
lately given Proofs of for His Majeſty's Perſon 
and Covernitieat; and with which H1s Majeſty has 
ſo lately from the Throne declared himſelf ſatisfied, 
theſe Reaſons have induced us to tranſmit to Poſte- 
rity our Diſſent to a Clauſe by which they may be 
ſo ſeverely affected: We reflect with Concern up- 
on the heavy Burthen of Debts and Taxes with 
which we fear we ſhall leave them loaded; and 


we deſire that they may know, that we endeavour'd 


at leaſt to ſecure their Innocence from the Rigour 
of thuſe Laws to which it may hereafter be ex- 


poſed and ſacrificed. 
SECT. X. 


Proviſo. That after the Deceaſe of the Pretender, 
and at the End of three Years atter the Succeiſion 
of the Crown by the Demiſe of the _ ſhall rake 
Effect, no Attainder for Treaſon ſhall diſinherit 
any Heir, nor prejudice the Right of any Perſon 
other than the kizhr of the Ottender during his 
natural Life. Abridg. of the Statutes.
